London, 
futes Idea That Amer- 
ica Grew Rich on War 
Profits.

London, July 4.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of more than thirty for- 
eign governments were gests to- 
night at the annual Independence 
day dinner of the American Society 


of London. Ambassador Harvey was 
the guest of honor. 

Lord Lee, of Fareham, first lord 
of the admiralty, toasting the guest, 
referred to Mr. Harvey as “a for- 
eign envoy to whom the muzzle of 
diplomacy had not been obtrusive.” 
Therefore, he said, both Britain 
and America could expect from him 
“open and frank comment upon 
Anglo-American relations.” 

Referring, in his reply to the re- 
volt of the American colonies, Mr. 
|Harvey declared: “Whether the ter- 
ritory comprising the United States 
could have been retained is wholly 
speculative. But one fact is cer- 
tain—if George III. had issued a 
‘proclamation, even approximating 
in eloquent sincerity and appealing 
force that was uttered the other day 
by George V., in his faithful endeav- 
or to reconcile a nation, there would 
have been no ringing of bells in 

hiladelphia one hundred and forty- 
fiVe years ago this night, nor for 
many years thereafter.” 

Ambassador Harvev declared that 
the mutual helpfulness which all de- 
sired could not be realized until 
two grave misapprehensions had 
been removed, one of which per- 
vaded Europe respecting the United 
States, and the other permeated the 
United States as to Europe. 

Falacious Idea. 

“The two combined appear to 
constitute the chief. barrier to full 
and effective play of:co-operation, 
based upon confidence and under- 
standing,” sdid the ambassador. “I 
find in Europe the common impres- 
sion that the United ‘States. alone, 
among the nations of the world, is 
today a land of milk and honey. 
whose people not only are univer- 
sally prosperous, though 
trantly discontented, but are rich 
beyond the traditional dreams of 
avarice. You have only to supple- 
ment the fancy with a suspicious 
which I find rot wholly lacking. 
that all this opulence and this hap- 
piness are direct: results of the 
great war, to account for the 
wholly natural sense of resentment. 

“What are the facts? Did the 
United States really profit from the 
war to such a degree as to make 
the lives she sacrificed seem to the 
cynical and sordid mind relatively 
insignificant?”

“I should not blame Germany for 
the sins of her rulers did I not know, 
as the world knows, that it was their 
way, and that throughout the war. 
as now in peace, they fought and 
thought and still think and act— 
alike. . 

Speaks As Citizen. 

‘Until she pays France what she 
owes her, let her see the HKhine as 
the boundary between the two na- 
tions; until she repairs the evil she 
did, until she pays the debt she 
owes to civilization, America cannot 
feel truly at peace with her.” - 

The ambassador at this juncture 
carefully explained that. he was 
neither speaking officially nor for 
the administration, but simply as an 
American citizen. 

The banquet was one of the most 
stirring and brilliant: affairs of a 
semi-official nature ever held here. 
It was held under the auspices of 
the American Chamber of Commerce, 
at the Hotel Palais D’Orsay. 

Premier Briand, Marshals Foch 
and Joffre, the Belgian and , Japa- 
nese ambassadors, General ANMen, the 
most prominent members of the gov- 
ernment, including many cabinet of- 
ficials, and the leading lights of the 
American colony participated.

Never before in his life, during 
thirty-odd years of public leader- 
ship; during his campaigns for 
places on national tickets; at the 
great open-air outpourings of the 
days gone at which almost count- 
less thousands seemed to gather, did 
the “Sage of McDuffie,” now the 
honored representative of a great 
state in the greatest deliberative 
body in the world, face such a mule 
titude of faces; nor hear such a 
volume of warm responses echo an 
enth@siastic approval and commen- 
dation as greeted him today in an 
Ovation that will make a distinctive 
page in the immortal history of 
Georgia. 

Forceful and Harmonizing. 

The speech, the first that he has 
made to hia home folks since his 


election to the senate, will mark an 
epoch in a state in which political 


factions and feuds have succumbed 
to broad vision and constructive 
Statesmanship; for a more forceful 
appeal for harmony, for justice and 
moderation and wisdom: for honor 
in legislation; for the integrity of 
the orthodox democracy of Jeffer- 
son; for fairnees to the great plain 
people of Georgia and the south, 
who exemplify al] that is best in the 
purest of Anglo-Saxon blood—~ 

For all of this, and for a program 
of reforms that shall, in this day of 
& post-war reconstruction, restore 
prosperity to all the people, without 
favoritism or sectionaliem, he plead- 
ed with all the fervor and eloquence 
at his command, his voice carrying 
to the far cornérs of his great audi«< 
ence, 

Acres of People. 

Since it was advertised that Sena- 
tor Watson and Governor Hardwick 
would speak in a statewide farm- 
ers’ reunion and celebration at 
Union City on the Fourth, it was 
known that thousands of people 
would attend; and the expectations 
of the people of Campbell, under 
the leadership of Charles S. Bare 
rett, were more than fulfilled. 

Sunday the hosts began to as-« 
semblé and hundreds of camping 
parties, many from remote sections 
of the state, spent Sunday night 
under the trees around the Union 
City lake. 

At daybreak the throngs began 
to arrive, and by 8 o'clock this 
morning not less than 5,000 people 
had already sought the great speak- 
ing arena. From then on, until 
late in the afternoon the throngs 
poured into the city by excursion 
trains, street cars, automobiles, 
wagons; and hundreds afoot. 

Senator Watson, accompanied by 
Grover C. Edmonds, reached Atlanta 
Sunday from Washington. They 
were the house guests of Charles 8S. 
Barrett Sunday night, and until the 
Senator left for Washington this 
afternoon. 

He began to speak promptly at 
10 o’clock and from 12,000 to 15,000 
people were packed in the range of 
hig voice. 

Fully five thousand others were 
scattered throughout the city; all 
of whom, fifteen to twenty thou- 
sand in the total, having journeyed 
here to pay tribute to the senator 
and governor, and to join in the 
festivities of the day. 

Governor Hardwick arrived while 
Senator Watson was speaking, and 
followed him, after which the 
largest barbecue ever spread in 
Georgia was thrown open to the 
throng.

He then launched into an analyti- 
cal discussion of his effort to mone- 
tize Liberty bonds, and for a gen- 
eral expansion of currency. In this 
connection he made an attack upon 
the federal reserve banking system 
as it is administered. 

“The general reserve board is 
financially speaking, the United 
States government. -.It is not the 
national banks: it is not the sav- 
ings bank; it is not the state banks, 
but it is the United States govern- 
ment controlling its finances, and 
the supreme court of the United 
States i# my authority for saying 
that the federal reserve banks are 
wane war upon the state banks; 
and they are wage war upon the 
cotton growers of the south, and no 
doubt also upon the wheat, corn, 
and other grain growers of the west, 
as well as the live stock producers 
of the country. I have here let- 
ters from cotton factors in the city 
nearest my residence—87 miles 
away from my home—which indicate 
that those cotton factors are say- 
ing to the country banks who owe 
them and to the individuals who 
owe them: ‘You must pay up: you 
must pay up now.’ The pressure 
comes from the federal reserve 
banks; in other words, from the 
federal goverament. The demand 
is: ‘Sell out the cotton now before 
the new crop comes in; sell it out, 
although it only brings 8 cents or 
8 cents or 10 cents, when the cost 
was 30 cents a pound to produce it.’ 

The Gold Reserve. 

“Think of it, the United States 
government making war upon its 
own people, desolating its own in- 
dustries; brin g havoc among le- 
gitimate business houses all over 
the union, driving men to despera- 
tion, causing the loss of homes, the 
loss of jobs, filling the hfghways 
and the byways with an army of un- 
employed, and yet we have three 
and a quarter billion dollars of

gold hoarded in the treasury wait- 


ing for samebody to come and eat 
it or to drink ‘it or to wear it! 
What is the gold reserve doing 
banked up, useless, in the treasury? 

“What business hgs the United 
States government to make 100 rer 
cent on the moriey that it supplies 
for filling the channels of trade 
and to keep up the struggles of 
industry? With the government 
making 100: per cent upon those who 
have to borrow money, that profit 
will be compounded, more gold will 
be bought and. retired from useful- 
ness, anther 100 per cent made, and 
more gold bought and retired from 
uséfulness, until this government 
will own all of the available gold 
supply of the whole world. For what 
purpose? 

“A government ought to keep its 
word. Above all things, a govern- 
ment ought to keep its word with 
the men who shed their blood for 
it. The land is full of destitute ex- 
service men, some of them in em- 
ployment, tens of thousands of them 
seeking employment, some of them 
with food ‘to eat and some with 
none, some of them with whole 
bodies and some with maimed bod- 
ies, some in the hospitals, some dy- 
ing by the roadside, as pitiable a 
snectacle as this republic ever did 
show; and wwe tell these starving, 
jobless men in the soldiers’ bonus 
bill reported out by a republican 
committee—and you have got to 
face the country on it, too, and you 
have got to do it next year—that a 
vear from now. they can get $50! 
What will they live on between now 
and next year, when they will get 
the $50?” 

For Bonus Bill. 

Senator Watson declared he was 
for a bonus bill, but he wanted. one 
that did justice to the name. Going 
back to an elastic currency— 

“What has become of the elastic!- 
ty of our currency? It is gone. What 
has become of the cure for panic? It 
has become the cause of the great- 
est panic this country ever knew-—— 
the retirement of money, th contrac- 
tion of the money, the deflation cf 
the money, as they choose to call it. 

“Who fixed the amount of the 
damages which the armies of Germa- 


France, Belgium and Great Britain” 
The Germans did it, and after 2)1 it 
was $31,000,000,000, done by four 
years of operations of the greatest 
armies that ever came from northern 
Europe to bear down upon their he- 
reditary enemies, after a titanic 
Struggle of armies which would have 
swallowed up the armies of Shoridan 
and Grant and Sherman, of Lee and 
Stonewall. Jackson. You. could not 
have found them in those vast arrays 
German side. Yet, 
after four years of destruction, after 
four years of frightfulness. after 
four years of devastation on land and 
sea, when the enemies of Germany 
come to bring the expense account 
against them thev make it thirt-’- 
one thousand million dollars. 

“Here is a faithful servant of the 
United States government, John 
Skelton Williams, comptroller of the 
curtency, who estimates that up to 
the time he made this report last 
year our own government, acting 
through this reserve board had ac- 
complished almost as great a de- 
struction of values in this country as 
Germany had inflicted upon France. 
Twenty-five thousand million dol- 
lars is what Mr. Williams estimated 
it last year. 

Reserve System Attacked. 

“It fs not an exaggerated state- 
ment to say that up to the present 
time, and in the contemplation of the 
immediate future, whose conse-

He spoke of his support of the 
peace regolution and declared it his 
belief that it would open the mar- 
kets of the world to American 
products. He criticised the presi- 
dent for being away from Washing- 
ton “inone of his 40.000 vacations” 
when the enacted resolution was 
rushed to him for signature. 

White Demination. 


Senator Watson touched only 
briefly ‘on the’ race question, de- 
claring that if the two races are 
to continue tn peace, there must 
be self-restraint and conservatism 
on both sides.

~~ DESOVIET RUSSIA 


Constantinople, July 4.—(By ‘the 
Associated Press.)—Soviet Russia 
has no desire to occupy Constan- 
tinople, but desirés peaceful rela- 
tions with Turkey and with al] na- 
tions, declared M. Nathanarow, the 
new Russian bolshevik ambassador 
to Turkey, in presenting his cre- 
dentials to Mustapha Kemal Pa- 
sha, head of the Turkish nationalist 
government. Dispatches received 
here from Angora state that the ex- 
change of addresses by the ambas- 
sador and Mustapha Kemal! Pasha 
was most friendly. The Turkish 
nationalist government is the only 
regime in Turkey that is recog- 
nized by the administration at Mos- 
cow. 

“The period when the czar cov- 
eted Constantinople to plant the 
cross on Santa Sophia is definitely 
closed,” a dispatch quotes the am- 
bassador as saying. “The Russian 
people are animated by brotherly 
sentiments towards the Turks, who 
are the natural allies of Russia. 
Communist Russia repudiates’ the 
foreign policy of the czarist gov- 
ernments and desires to entertain 
peaceful relations with al] nations. 
Turkey, which is fighting heroically 
for her independence, will soon re- 
cover from the defeat she suffered 
during the world war.” 

In replying, Mustapha Kemal 
warmly thanked M. Nathanarow 
and* declared the Angora adminis- 
tration represented a form of gov- 
ernment harmonizing with the stage 
of development reached by the 
Turkish nation.

the union between Great Britain 
and Japan would probably never 
have been considered. 

As it is, however, those two 
countries—or any other countries, 
for that matter—have a perfect 
right to enter into secret diplo- 
matic alliances for their mutual 
welfare and for their mutual pro- 
tection, trade and otherwise, 
against the powers remaining out- 
side the league, notable among 
which are the United States, Rus- 
sia, Germany, Turkey and Mex- 
ico! 

It is not pleasant, of course, for 
this country to have to sit idly by 
and uninformed while countries to 
the east and to the west of us may 
be clandestinely forming pacts and 
holding secret diplomatic confer- 
ences regarding questions and is- 
gues of vital bearing upon our fu- 
ture peace, prosperity and ‘general 
welfare. 

This, of course, would have been 
obviated had we, in congmon with 
the other major powers, gone into 
the league of nations; or, under 
those circumstances we would 
have the right, at least, to demand 
full light and to protest if what 
was going on was not to our lik- 
ing. 

Having “shut the door,” we can- 
not consistently complain of the 
dark! 

But in this instance we have oc- 
casion to feel thankful for the fact 
that both Great Britain and Japan 
are our friends, and so far as pres- 
ent appearances go, we have noth- 
ing whatsoever to fear from this 
alliance. ;

The depraved state of viscerop- 


tosis, be it prolapsed stomach, s8ag- 
ging colon, movable or floating 
kidney, or whatnot loose inside, is 
caused and maintained by the force 
of gravitation. All right. Then the 
cue is to fool gravitation, by a sim- 
ple twist of the wrist, reversing 
the application of the force of grav- 
itation so that it will undo some 


or all the damage it has done. 
Gravitation is indeed a great ob- 
stacle and stumbling block in. the 
pathway of evolution. Maybe it 
would have been better had we re- 
mained on all fours, instead of mak- 
ing highly trained monkeys of our- 
selves. 

In order to beat the law of gravi- 
tation and make gravitation work 
for the benefit of the victim of 
ptosis or sagging of abdominal or- 
gans, it is not only necessary to 
put the patient abed in the horizon- 
tal posture, which merely throws 
gravitation into neutral, but the 
patient must be more or less# in- 
verted for a reasonable part of the 
time in order to gain the advantage 
of reverse action by gravitation. 

There are numerous expedients 
for thus utilizing gravitation. The 
foot of the bed may bé elevated on 
blocks elght to sixteen inches above 
the head of the bed. Three or four 
times a day the patient may le for 
half an hour at a time, preferably 
following meals, on an _ inclined 
plane with the hips elevated a foot 
or more above the level of the shoul- 
ders. The ironing board or any 
other contrivance which will place 
the body at an angle of about 45 
degrees with the level will serve 
for this purpose. While lying in 
this position, if it is not uncom- 
fortable, the patient may gently rub 
and stroke the abdominal wall from 
the lower right corner upward and 
over toward the upper left corner, 
but not downward. 

For splanchnic anhedoniacs who 
are underweight—and practically all 
victims of visceroptosis who have 


any active symptoms from their dis- 
placements are below normal 
weight—from one to two weeks of 
absolute bed rest, with these pos- 
tural procedures to vary the monot- 
ony, will be found the best kind of 
relief in cases not complicated by 
Other disease. It is a peculiar 
characteristic of the so-called “dys- 
pepsia” or “indigestion” complained 
of by splanchnic anhedoniacs, that 
whereas any and every article of 
diet if taken in sufficient quantity 
to furnish adequate nourishment

Up and down Broadway they 
tramp in pairs and little groups, 
looking at the display of cheap jew- 
elry, the lingerie windows and other 
wares that symbolize the Great 
White Way. Nearly évery morning 
the first pages tell of a leap off 
the dock, an overdose of some lethal 
portion or some other method em- 
ployed by bruised and seared souls 
to escape the realities.

Wilson’s Message 


On War Written 
OnBackDoorSteps 


Clad in Bath Robe, Former 
President Ate Crackers 
and Milk. 


Atlantic City, July 4.—President 
Wilson’s famous war message was 
written on the back porch of the 
white house by the light of the moon 
in the small hours of the morning, 
as the president, clad in a bathrobe 
and munching crackers and milk, 
jotted down the words he had sought 
in vain during days and nights of 
constant thinking, 

The history of this celebrated doc- 
ument was revealed here on Mon- 
day by William C. Redfield, secretary 
of commerce in Wilson’s cabinet, 
who is a guest at the Hotel Ambas- 
sador. The finished message was 
dictated in the president's office, but 
the circumstances under which it 
was composed throws a new and in- 
teresting light on the events leading 
up to thig country’s participation in 
the great war. Mr. Redfield, in de- 
poreeeee the birth of the me3sage, 
said: 

“The president had thought and 
worried for days over this message. 
But it seemed the words for which 
he yearned would not come,” said 
Mr. Redfield. “One evening he re- 
tired, quite discouraged, about mid- 
night. Two hours later he was 
awakened by the force of his inspi- 
ration. At last he realized he had 
within his grasp the thoughts that 
had been eluding him. 

“He switched on the light, sat on 
the side of the bed, and jotted down 
stenographically the swift-coming 
thoughts. When he had the mes- 
sage under way he put on his bath- 
robe and took his pencil and paper 
to the back porch of the white house. 

“About an hour later Mrs. Wilson 
was awakened by the light Presi- 
dent Wilson had forgotten to turn off. 
She looked for him and finally dis- 
covered him on the porch. He as- 
sured her that he was all right, but 
a little hungry. She went to the 
kitchen, not disturbing the maid, 
and delved into the refrigerator. She 
took out some milk and some box 
crackers, which she carried to the 
president. 

“So this wonderful message, of 
which the strength, inspiration and 
beauty will keep it alive as long as 
the world endures, was written in 
the wee small hours with the moon 
shedding its only light, while its au- 
thor, in.a bathrobe, sat on his back 
porch, sipping milk and munching 
crackers.”

General Harris Speaks. 


General Harrig,. began his talk 
upon preparedness by paying trib- 
ute to the memory of the late Col- 
onel Frederick W. Galbraith, the 
late national commander of the 
American Legion. He declared that 
the death of Colonel Galbraith, in 
addition to being a loss to the coun- 
try, is to be regretted particularly 
by the service men, in whose in- 
terests, General Harris declared, he 
worked constantly.

stability and security of our insti- 
tutions. 

“I believe,” General Harris con- 
tinued, “that if Great Britain had 
been reasonably well. prepared in 
1914, the German army would have 
been destroyed, or at least brought 
to terms, after the first battle of 
the Marne. The money expended 
and the lives lost between the fal] 
of 1914 and the time of the sign- 
ing of the armistice can thus be 
traced directly to Great Britain’‘s 
unpreparedness on land in 1914. 

It is the universal opinion among 
military men,” he said, “that the 
German army would have been de- 
stroyed in 1917,. instead of a vear 
later, if the United States had been 
able to dispatch even a few trained 
divisions to France soon after our 
declaration of war. The loss to the 
world in money and lives during the 
last year of the war is. therefore, 
Girectlv attributable to the failure 
of the United States to make reason- 
able preparation durin the frist 
three years of the world war. 

“Advocates of the theory that 
America should be rendered defense- 
less assert that there is no need 
for trained soldiers in peace time 
because we raised armies, so they 
say, overnight during the world 
war. They forget that it was 
thirteen months after the declara- 
tion of war before we were able 
to place a division in the firing 
line, and fifteen months before our 
strength was really felt by the en- 
emy. They also forget that this 
was possible only because we were 
protected by our allies. 

“TI am heartily in favor of world 
disarmament,” General Harris said 
toward the conclusion of his talk, 
“and I hope and pray that the time 
is not far distant when something 
may be accomplished along this 
line, not only to relieve the burden 
of taxation, but to protect our. own 
and future generations from the 
horrors of war. am. however. 
rot in favor of disarmament by the

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CONCRETE BRIDGE 
OPENED Al ALBANY 


Structure Costing $300,- 
000 Dedicated Monday 
Morning as Memorial to 
Dougherty Citizens Who 
Served in War. 


Albany, Ga., July 4.—(Spectal.)— 
Albany and Dougherty county, 
| with the help of a considerable part 
of the rest of southwestern Georgia, 
today dedicated the splendid con- 
crete bridge spanning Flint river, 
an important link in the Dixie high- 
way and easity one of the most im- 
portant bridge structures in the 
state. The bridge ia 1,240 feet long, 
45 feet wide, and, with the roadway 
50 feet above the river, is built to 
defy time and the elements. Profes- 
sor C. M. Strahan, of the University 
of Georgia, chairman of the state 
highway commission, stated, in a 
short address at the dedication ex- 
ercises today that there is not a 
more beautiful or more admirably 
constructed bridge in the state. 

The bridge was erected at a cost 
of $300,000, and was dedicated today 
as a memorial to the men and 
women who went from Dougherty 
county to serve in the world war. 
Bronze tablets indicating the nature 
of the memorial were unveiled by 
Miss Ruth Farmer, sister of the first 
Dougherty county boy to give his 
life for his country in the war. 

The exercises were held at 10 ... 
m. in the presence of a .arge as- 
semblage of people. Mayor H. A. 
Peacock presided, and a short ad- 
dress was miade by Chairman A. J. 
Lippitt, of the board of county com- 
missioners. The dedication address 
was delivered by H. T. McIntosh, 
associate editor of the Albany Her- 
ald, and response and acceptance 
of the memorial was made by Wal- 
ter H. Bert, of the local Ameri- 
can Legion post. 

All the exercises, which began 
promptly at 10 o’clock, were over 
in less than half an hour, and at 
their conclusion, the bridge was 
thrown open to traffic. The bridge 
is the fourth one to span the Flint 
at Albany. The first was built in 
1855 by the founder of Albany. All 
were built at approximately the 
same location.

Down the Avenue

New York, July 4.—The hundred 
thousand protesting spirits had 
pledged themselves faithfully to 
show up and march down Fifth ave- 
nue on the Fourth, just to prove to 
Mr. Volstead that New Yorkers nev- 
er, ne-ver will be slaves. 

It 
was a hot day: A very ‘hot day!

river. 

Although his show experience in- 
cludes connection with the manage- 
ment of legitimate houses, vaudee 
ville institutions, and even the 
palaces of burlesque, it is the mo- 
tion picture theatre that gave Pat- 
terson the real opportunity to dis- 
play his showmanship. 

When he took charge as manager 
of the Criterion theater, he had a 
well-defined idea that the motion 
picture theater was as distinct an 
amusement and as far removed from 
other theatrical amusements as the 
baseball park is from the prize 
ring. He believed that methods of 
the legitimate theater would not 
necessarily be successful with the 
cinema theater. He was convinced 
that there were certain cardinal 
and fundamental principles. that 
must be followed in every amuse- 
ment and that there are other spe- 
cial principles that must be applied 
according to the class of entertain- 
ment purveyed to the public. 

Howling Successes. 

So he took pictures that had 
reasonable successes in other houses 
and made them howling successes 
at the Criterion. He even took 
films that had been flat failures 
elsewhere and made them go big 
at his house. A notable example 
was the picture “Mickey,” in which 
Mabel Normand was starred. The 
picture had been shown everywhere 
in the country without attracting 
attention. nat was before Pat 
took charge ot the Criterion. He 
saw the picture and its’ intrinsic 
worth and after it had fizzled out, 
put on his own individual promo- 
tion, and made it play to capacity 
lor Weeks. Uther managers grabbed 
his ideas and “Mickey” was revived 
all over. the counury and became a 
national success. 

The trade began taking notice of 
Patterson and he is considered in 
the very forefront of the managers 
of the country now by the entire 
motion picture industry. 

He has reached the point now 
where he does big things easily, but 
he hasn't let his success disturb 
his mental equilibrium. He is stil 
the level headed, courteous show- 
man, who used to make everybody 
in Atlanta bDelieve that he was do- 
ing them a favor about the seats 
he sold them at the Forsyth theater 
years ago, and helped them enjoy 
the show thereby. 

He likes to teil a story and en- 
joys a scrap particularly in the film 
industry. He belongs to lots of 
things around Atlanta, but remains 
a tkvan, hungry and miserable 
bachelor. 

No, he’s not either, for he has 
his mother, Mrs. Aurelia Patterson, 
who has more’ sense than Pat wilt 
ever dare to have and who tells 
him a lot about running theaters 

And then Pat shows that he has
